Schuman Plan Agreement Near 


YOUTH AND THE CRIME RATE 


Statistics released by J. Edgar Hoover, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, showing that the “predom­ 
inant” age of persons arrested last year was 21, is an indica­ 
tion of the dangers in the general corruption revealed by the 
Kefauver Committee studies. 
It is the Nation’s youth which is suffering most and being 
misled down a road of life-long regret by the bad example of 
the apparently successful adult criminals they see all about 
them. The trouble with the statistics Hoover reveals is that 
they don’t count enough of the worst offenders, the adults 
who by corrupting enforcement agencies and other means 
seldom appear on the record. 
Much emphasis has been placed on provision of recrea­ 
tion centers, playgrounds, vocational guidance clinics and 
other facilities as a solution for juvenile delinquency. They 
should help, and in many areas are greatly needed. 
But the annual increase in the number of young people 
arrested is a symptom of the bad morals of their elders, and 
the only way to reverse the trend is to get at the real culprits. 


TRUMAN'S TAX REQUEST TO BE CUT 
Chances are that Congress won’t approve President Tru­ 
man’s full request for $10.000,000,000 in new taxes, despite 
the administration’s willingness to postpone a second install­ 
ment demand for an additional $6.500.000,000. 
Congressional tax experts say that Mr. Truman probably 
will get only about $7,500.000,000 in new levies instead of his 
proposed $10.000,000.000 boost. 
There is strong sentiment on Capitol Hill for chopping 
down the chief executive’s request for $4.000,000.000 in new 
personal income taxes. The proposed $6.000,000,000 hike in 
; corporate and excise levies also may be cut somewhat.

Treasury Secretary John Snyder didn’t bolster the admin- 
‘ istration’s position any when he announced that the govern- 
• ment will end the year with a $3,000,000,000 surplus instead 
Z of a deficit. 


SYMINGTON IN TRIAL BALLOON' ROLE 
Washington observers believe the White House was send­ 
ing up a trial balloon to determine public and Capitol Hill 
reaction when a story was “ leaked out” recently that W. 
Stuart Symington might be given the job of reorganizing the 
much-abused Reconstruction Finance Corporation. 
Mr. Truman, these observers figure, wanted to give 
special significance to his proposal to replace the five-man 
board of directors with a single RFC administrator. 
Presumably, the White House thought that the name of 
such a well-known and well-liked administrator as Symington 
• would enhance Congress’ reception of the idea, as well as gain 
support for it. 
Symington, now chairman of the National Security Re­ 
sources Board, is a close friend of the chief executive and has 
an excellent record on the jobs he has done in Washington 
during the past six years. 
Now, it looks as if Symington may get an even tougher 
assignment than his past roles.

two world wars possible if not in­ 
inevitable. 
The resources of the Ruhr will 
not be affected, of course. 
But there will be less to remind 
the delegates of Krupp. Thyssen 
and Goering if they meet in the 
mellow old capital of Walloons in­ 
stead of amid the forbidding black­ 
ness of the Ruhr. 
The Schuman plan will go into 
effect without the cooperation of 
Britain. 
It is another indication of how 
postwar conditions make strange 
bedfellows. 
Britain 
and 
Russia 
are on the same side in this par­ 
ticular circumstance. 


Moscow’s Views 
Moscow 
regards the Schuman 
plan as a creation of warmongers 
to pool not so much the resources 
but the war-making potentials of 
western Europe. 
Britain is lukewarm because she 
feels 
participation 
would 
mean 
the loss of too much national sov­ 
ereignty and would run counter to 
her interests throughout the com­ 
monwealth. 
The best the British 
have been able to do is to wish 
the

luck;

From the continental point of 
view, the signing is a great and 
single-handed

plan’s author. Robert Schuman. 
He has obtained an amazing de­ 
gree of cooperation, in the form 
of promises at least, from nations 
which for centuries have guarded 
with utmost jealousy the rights 
and independence of their basic 
heavy industries. 


Took Much Thought 
It took a great deal of thought 
and consideration before Belgium 
and Holland, for example, were 
able to decide that the plan pre­ 
sented a good gamble in behalf of 
peace. 
Luxembourg had less of a prob­ 
lem because her own industry is 
closely intertwined with those of 
her two larger lowland neighbors. 
Western 
Germany, anxious to 
get back as fully and as fast as 
possible in the democratic camp, 
quieted 
the 
industrialists 
who 
feared 
the 
international 
set-up. 
Italy entered with enthusiasm and 
glee. 
The precarious state of Ital­ 
ian economy demands every possi 
ble contact with the western pow 


ers in the financial and industrial 
fields. 
Schuman 
himself 
has 
dealt 
mainly with the concrete aspects 
of his scheme. 
But he is known to place great 
hopes in the consultative assem­ 
bly which is a fundamental part 
of it. 
He apparently believes that 
when nations once locked in com­ 
bat discuss all aspects of heavy 
industry, the conversation cannot 
help but veer off into the field of 
real cooperation for peace as well 
as prosperity.

child. But whether you call it by 
the equally abhorrent term ‘disci­ 
pline’ or ‘restraint’ or the term 
w hich is today most acceptable, ‘re­ 
nunciation,’ the meaning is the 
same.” 
According to the newspaper re­ 
port. Dr. Spitz held that weaning, 
toilet training and restrictions of 
where a child may crawl, climb or 
walk represent necessary frustra­ 
tions and that to delay establishing 
such restraints at the appropriate 
age is to make it needlessly diffi­ 
cult for the child and his parents. 
He seemed to imply that some 
early restraints are essential for 
the child’s feeling of security. 
Then 
he 
emphasized 
parental 
consistency, reminding one of like 
emphasis by Dr. William Blatz of 
the University of Toronto, a few 
years ago. 
Dr. Spitz must have 
shocked some of the 1500 parents 
and child experts present

At a recent hearing before the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion, the Department of the Interior asked that a Virginia 
private utility be denied permission to build a power dam. 
During the course of the argument, it was pointed out that the 
residents of the region wanted the utility to build the dam 
because, among other reasons, it would pay taxes, while if the 
dam were built and the power produced by a government 
agency, it would be tax free. In answer to this, interior’s at­ 
torney said blithely that the utility “doesn’t pay the taxes. The 
$713,000 they turned over to the government last year was 
actually paid by the consumers.” 
Of this, the Scotland Neck, North Carolina, Common­ 
wealth, observed, “That was clearly an asinine statement.” 
For, if interior’s attorney is right, no enterprise pays taxes— 
not the motor manufacturer, not the oil company, not the 
farmer, not the corner store.

City Library Fee 
For Non-Resident 
Borrowers Raised 


At the regular monthly meeting 
of the Board of Trustees this week 
it was decided to increase the fee 
for non-resident borrowers from 
$1.00 to $2.00 effective May 1st, 
1951. 
Those who live inside the city 
limits of New Castle are of course 
not affected by this action. The 
library is maintained by a Mt mill 
tax on city property only; there 
is no support from the county. 
For this reason a fee has always 
been 
required 
from those who 
wish to borrow books but who 
live outside the city. This custom

For that reason— but with a big 
‘if” depending on the weather— 
the spokesman forecast a “banner 
trout fishing year.”

Regulations are the same as last 
year:
